In Ilia message respecting the Constitution.!! 


Amendment now befoie the people, the Presi- 
dent said: " A proper appreciation of the letter 
and spirit of the Coilslllulion, as well as of the 
interests of national order, harmony and union, 
ami a due deference for an enlightened public 
judgment, may at this time well sugircst n doubt 
whether any amendment to the Coiibtitnlion 
ought to be piojioscd by Congress and pi cssoil 
upon the Lcgibhilures ol the kevci.u States fat 
llnal decision until .iflei the admission ol sncll 
lojal Scnatois and Representatives of the now 
unrepresented Stales as have been, or may licru- 
.il'U'r be, chosen in conformity witli the Constitu- 
tion and laws of tho United Slates;" and he 
wished Congress to consider tliat the ttep^ taken 
by the Secretary of State In ecuding the amend- 
ment to tin- Slate authorities wcie '• to be irmsii!- 
crctl as purely ministerial, and in no smic what- 
ever committing the Executive to tin itpi>n>ral or it 
reaimiuciuliUum of the amendment to the .Store 
Lrgialtittirc.s or to the people."
